11. QUESTION; What Is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more tiling 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Oerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


1 . QUESTIQN: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 


2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company"; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4 . QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing.

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a getieral part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to^ the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for Identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 




6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish.

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process tor 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business.

The key verse In the Bofik ^ 
of Leviticus speaks to the ^ 
theme of this ancient writ- ^ 
ing,” says Pastor Anderson, .

2 we read ‘Speak ;unto all , 
the congregation of the chil- ‘ 
dren of Israel and say unto ^ 
them Ye shall be holy for ^

holy.’ 

‘‘Leviticus is not an his- ^ 
torical writing in the same ^ 
sense that G€,neEis and Exo- , 
dus record the events of j 
Hebrew history. It is more , 
of a parenthetical book i 
which comes from this same 
early period in Israel’s his- , 
tory and spells out the man¬ 
ner of worship which is to 
guide the Israelites. Al¬ 
ready in 1’ne Book of Exo¬ 
dus We have .seen the con¬ 
tinue'! failure of Israel to 
live up to the commands of 
God, even though He has 
delivered them from the 
power of darkntiss external¬ 
ly 

"The theme of the Book of 
Leviticus is holiness. It oc¬ 
curs 37 times in this book. 
When we road this key 
verse and let its words .sink 
deep into our mind.s, we are 
deeply impressed with the 
desire of God’s heart that 
each of His people .should be 
holy and pure In their rela¬ 
tionship to Him. ‘Ye shall 
be holy, for I the Lord your 
God, am holy’.” 

Rev. Anderson concludes 
with, “This can be read in 
one of two different ways; 
one might read it as a com.- 
mand or a deamnd, in the 
fame sense that one usual¬ 
ly reads the Te.n Command¬ 
ments. When he reads the 
passage in this manner, it 
scwa,nd.s almost like a threat 
and God’s tone of voice be¬ 
comes one of ovenvhelming 
demand. But there’s another 
way to read it. When it’s 
put into the context not of 
fear, hut of faith. When one 
reads these words as a pro¬ 
mise, a promise of (3od to do 
for man ■what man cannot 
do for himself; then he be¬ 
gins to see the light of hope, 
of faith, and of joy. ‘Ye 
shall be holy, for I, the Lord 
your God, am holy,’ and it 
Is within this kind of pro¬ 
mise that the Book of Levi¬ 
ticus speaks to the twen¬ 
tieth century Christian to¬ 
day.”

Security Pacific Shows Good 
Picture Ahead For Year ’73 


Kecont indicators have 
shown' that earlier economic 
lorocasts by Security Pacific 
National Bank’s Research 
Department may have been 
somewhat modest and that 
both California a.nd the na¬ 
tion should expect even 
stronger economic growth 
for 1973 than previously 
predicted. 

Harvey D. Welles, research 
officer in the bank’s Re¬ 
search Df'partment’s Econo¬ 
mic Research Division, up¬ 
dated the prediction for 1973 
in an address in Los An¬ 
gelos before the Southern 
Division, Public Utilities 
Council, 

“A declining unemploy¬ 
ment rate coupled with good 
consumer .spending and in¬ 
creased personal income will 
give rise to broadly basest 
expansion and a strong teal 
growth rate in the eccummy 
tiuring 1973,” Mr. Welles 
told the Council’s membens 
meeting in the City Centre 
Cl'.ib. 

Further, more recent in¬ 
formation indicates that In 
California aerosiiace e m 
ployment and housing per¬ 
mits will perform better 
during this year than pre 
viously expected,” he dis- 
clcised. “Aerospace employ¬ 
ment should legister an 
overall two per cent increase 
■by year end rather than the 
.04 per cent that had beet; 
prdictad. Also, hoiusing per¬ 
mits, expected to register ap- 
pro.ximately 210,000 in 1973. 
should number about 240,- 
000 tbroug'hout the year.”

New Law in effect: 

A prediction lhat 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

ly .$1,266 billion,” he .said, 
“and this impre.ssivo growtii 
pervades .nearly every part 
of the ecoomy. 

“Areas especially benefit¬ 
ing from this high level of 
Inisincss activity mdu d e 
cansumer durables, produc¬ 
ers’ durable equipment, and 
•business s[Kmding for plant 
equipment a.nd inventories. 
The inflation rule will inch 
upward — probably will be 
rising over the 1972 level— 
but it will still remain with¬ 
in control.” 

Business siiending will 
grow at aboiut 14 per cent 
for 1973, the bank’s researcli 
officer said. If this .spending 
were broken down, both ex¬ 
penditures for eq-cipme n t 
and new plants should reg¬ 
ister about 14 per cent in¬ 
creases. 

However, Welles noted 
that a gradual weakening 
will occur in some sectors, 
most notably, housing ac¬ 
tivity will slow following 
two years of marked expan- 
si rj,iT, and federal defense 
spending will decline when 
compared with 1972. 

On the positive side, this 
economist reported that per¬ 
sonal consumption expeodi- 
t'ures and hu.si.ness invest¬ 
ments should experie n c c 
strong growth based upon a 
favorable income outlook — 
si.nce disposable person a i 
income and corporate profits 
will register large gains. 

“Wo forecast real econo¬ 
mic growth to average more 
than six per cent during the 
1973 period,” he add e d. 
“However, some slowing of 
the eco.nomy is expected but 
it will be gradual and real 
growth will not fall to a 4 
poi cent latp until the final 
cpiartor of the year. 

“This liigh love’ of eco¬ 
nomic giowth permits lur- 
Iher expansion of employ¬ 
ment, and, although the ex¬ 
pansion in the labor force 
will moderate somewhat, the 
rate on unemployment will 
average below the five per 
cent mark for all of 1973.” 

Turning to the California 
.scene, Welles said that th<.' 
.state will definitely share in 
this economic growth, pro¬ 
jected for the .nation, vdtli 
improvements exp ected 
.statewide 

“Personal uiiC-'ime should 
i.nerease strongly in the 
slate during 1973 and this 
will, in turn, .stimulate 
;.pending,” he conti.n.u e d. 
“Although we look for gains 
in retail sales, we dt not 
expect fiiat sales will top 
1972’s record advairce.” 

Welles pointed out that 
lho housing activity in Cali¬ 
fornia may sUevv in 1973, 
causing the hou.sing .sector 
, to forfeit it.s former place as 
a primary stimuhis to the 
state’s economy. 

In summary, this econo¬ 
mist underscored the gener¬ 
ally brigut outlook for thi 
economy on the natio.nal. 
state and local levels, but 
warned that 1973 may be an 
interesting year for analysis. 

“As the economy a p - 
proaches full employment 
this year, it will be impor¬ 
tant that excessive demand 
prcfisures he avoided so that 
inflation can be controlled.

Spying OK, If 


The Watergate bugging case was by no means closed 
by the guilty pleas of all those defendants. The Justice 
Department has promised a follow-up investigation and 
the Senate is mounting one of its own. 

Now Newsweek magazine reports a quite interesting 
third probe. It is being carried on by a group of non¬ 
office holding Democrats in Washington, including past 
and present party strategists. 

This group uses private investigators in its unofficial 
detective work, according to Newsweek, and their find¬ 
ings “will probably be passed on to official Senate probers, 
led by North Carolina Democrat Sam Ervin Jr.”
